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HILLHOUSE GOES 


Case of Eliot Man Charged With Murder 


Opens in York County Court at Saco 


The trial of John Hillhousu of Eliot, 


superintendent of the Bolt Hill ceme- 
tery at South Eliot, indicted on a 
charge of murder began in tha York 
county supreme court, Associate Jus- 
tice Charles J. Dunn presiding, this 
afternoon. 


Hillhouse. who is 52 years of age 


is charged with murder in connection 
with the death of a one day old child 
of Olive Elizabeth Fitton, a 15-year- 
old grammar school girl 'of Eliot. Hill- 
house is charged by the girl, it" is said 
with being the father of the 'child.The 
murder charge was brought by Coun- 
ty . Attorney E. S. THcomb, after the 
.filing, of the .report of Dr. George B 
Magrath, medical examiner of Boston 
who performed in autopsy on the 
body of the infant.

. Olive is -an orphan who was taken 


Hill- 
house two years ago. After the birth 
ot the child, Hillhouse agreed to take 
cure of the child, it is claimed, as his 
wife did not wish to take the babe.

in 'his automobile for the Tork hospi- 
tal where he planned to have the in- 
fant cared for.. 


He changed his mind, it is alleged, 


and thought he would take the infant 
to Eiddeford. He looked into th,- bas- 
ket and found the baby was dead. 


He returned to Eliot and buried the 


child back of his shop, first wrapping 
the body in the lining of an old coat. 
After his arrest he is alleged to have 
told Sheriff Haven A. Roberts, where 
the body-.was buried and under cover 
of darkness led the authorities to .the 
swamp where the body—was exhumed.

TUTANKHAMEN'S 


TO MB ALSO A 


... CANNING PLANT 


Luzor. Egypt, Jar,. 19.—What In I,eT 


lieved to be the oldest specimens of 
canned beef in the world were discov- 
ered yesterday by excavators In the 
tomb of King Tutankhamen.. 
While 


it was not wholly palatable, 
being 


3350 years old, the meat is in an ex- 
cellent state of preservation. 


The meat hail been embalmed and 


was contained in elliptical receptacles 
resembling huge- Easter eggs, forty of 
which were removed from the tomb 
azmd the deep Interest of a. crowd of 
tourists. Still other meats found were 
haunches of venison, 
trussed 
ducks 


and 
joints 
of game. 
These 
were 


packed in wooden boxes, shaped ac- 
cording to the nature of the contents. 
Noticeable among this discovery wa* 
a giant duck.

Legislative Recess. 


v California has a legislative program that is worthy of con- 
sideration by other states. There the legislature holds two 
sessions. The first-session lasts about two weeks. During 
this period all bills intended to be acted upon by the legislature 
are introduced. These bills are printed and distributed to the 
members. Then the solons take a recess. 


This recess lasts for two weeks during which time the 
mem- 


bers of the legislature are expected to read over the bills, digest the heaviest bondholders. 
them, talk them over with their constituents, and, on recon- 
yention'ofthe house and senate, are ready to act intelligently 
on all measures introduced. 


The system has been successful. It gives the members an 


opportunity to study the legislation presented and hear what 
the people of the state desire. When the legislature recon- 
venes, the members are better able to discuss and "vote on these 
measures. A session of such a legislature is intense and full of 
results. Committee hearings are of necessity cut short because 
the members get to the entire population. They learn from 
the people themselves, instead of listening to the arguments of 
a few who are directly interested in the subject matter. 
. California has had no occasion to regret this two-session 
plan. Lobbyists are less active because the solons have occa- 
sion to talk with their constituents and, as a result, are less in- 
clined to listen to .the soft words of legislative fixers, 
voice of-the public is closer and more vital.
